There are seven races on this afternoon's 
program at the Fair Grounds, two of which 
possess little interest for followers of the 
sport. The Debutante stake, however, is 
on the card, and it is always interesting 
from the fact that it generally brings a 
high-class 2-year-old filly to the front. 

The distance of the Debutante is four and 
one-half furlongs. and the track record is 
4%, made by Old Hutch, May 18, 1901: 

Fight good juventies will make their ap- 


pearance in this important event. and if 
the weights were cvenly distributed it would 
be earyv to pick the winner. 

Olefiant will carry 122 pounds, while the 
rest of the field will get off with 110 and 115 
pounds. This difference in weight’ is ac- 
counted for by reason of Olefiant’s having 
won the Debutante stake at Louisville and 
the Avondale stake at Nashville. Olefiant 
only arrived at the Fair Grounds this 
morning. 

Those who have seen her race at Nash- 
ville say she is very speedy, and the ease 
with which she won the. Louisville De- 
butante a few days ago would suggest that 
she will be the victor in this afternoon's 
event. In the matter of weight it is a 
well-known fact that 2-year-olds carry 
it wiih seemingly greater ease than older 
horses. 

Barney Schreiber has a dangerous candl- 
date engaged in the Debutante in his Foul 
Shot filly Grand Shot. .This filly started 
ina race a few days ago and made a grand 
showing. She was practically left at the 
post in a field of nine horses and finished 
a good third. 

The additional half furlong in today’s 
race will help her, and with 110 pounds on 
her and a fair rider she will command 


considerable respect. I do not figure a0 
much on her speed as on her stamina, and 
think that she will run a close second to 
Olefiant. Hindi and Lazarre have no 
chances on their race of Wednesday. 

W. H. Jackson's On the Quiet may prove 
troublesome, as she won a good race this 
week, and I expect to see her run in the 
money. 

Lacy Crawford looks the best tn the first 

race, as he did fairly well around Chicago 
last month, but the rest are a cheap lot, 
and I will have to select him alone. He 
should win handily. 
* The third race is a hard proposition, and 
with such horses as Tom Collins and Hilee 
in it there is bound to be trouble for Mr. 
Dade at the starting post. A good deal will 
depend on how they break in this race, 
and as Tenny Belle is a good actor and usu- 
ally gets off in front, I shall have to select 
her for first position. Cadet, Verify, Er- 
mack and Chanterelle all figure up close, 
and I shal] pick the latter to run second. 

The fifth race seems to be confined to 
Killmandscharo, Josie F., Omelia and Larry 
Wilt. The latter has just arrived from San 
Francisco, where he did well last winter. 
He ts about the best fin the race, but he 
should be allowed a little time to rest and 
recuperate. |

|A race of a mile and a quarter cannot 
iproperly be called a steeplechase. It is 
ridiculously short. A mile and a half 
should be the limit and the average steeple- 
chase should be two miles. At these dis- 
tances there is less danger of accidents, be- 
cause the jockeys will ride steadily and will 
not hurry their mounts as in the sprint 
race. The weights also should not be less 
than 140 pounds. 

If it had not been for an incompetent 
ride on Terry Ranger by J. Gormley that 
horse cculd not have lost and the hundreds 
who played him would have cashed their 
tickets. He was leading by several lengths, 
and had the race well fa hand before com- 
ing to the last obstacle, but Gormley com- 
pletely lost his head at this point. 

Instead of keeping in the center of the 
track, where he h full scope to work his 
mount properly, he rode him to the angle 
made by the hurdle arid the rail with e 
result that the horse jumped over the rail 
and off the course. f he had not fallen 
he would have lost anyway. 

Sauber fell the first time round at the 
jump directiy in front of the grandstand 
and his rider, Hertig, had a very close call 
from being killed or badly hurt. He es- 
caped being jumped on by the others as if

The Meyer Packing Co., located at the 
northwest corner 0 the stock yards, 
slaughters hogs only, and employs six men, 
selling the output to St. Louis firms. The 
head of the firm, which does not have gov- 
ernment inspection, declared that his meat 
was of as high a grade as that of the larger 
dealers. 

The appointment of four meat inspectors 
will be submitted to Mayor Wells by Health 
Commissioner Starkloff next week. 

Besides the duty of visiting the markets 
of St. Louts in search of violators of the 
law agains: the sale of ‘‘concession,.”’ taint- 
ed or diseased meat, the new inspectors 
will be required to examine all meat brought 
over Eads bridge. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Francis 
says that large quantities of unwholesome 
meat are brought across the bridge at night 
in wagons. The cattle from which the meat 
comes, he says, are killed in small slaugh- 
ter houses after the government inspectors es
